The tallotr tree* 1» • native of Chin*. 


Bo.ne ipecjcm are «Uo found in the EMt 
Iudi<5». ft~i« of about tlie height and ap- 
pearance if the pear tree, the leaves re- 
el-milling those of the poplar. The blo»- 
eom is yellow, but tlie singularity of the 
tree is the fruit, which is inclosed in a 
hu.T,k like tkat of the chestnut. When the 
fruit is' ripe, th£ husk opens of itself, 
showing three white grains the «i« of a 
filbert. These grains contain the vegeta- 
ble tallow so useful to the Chinese. 


The grains are crushed, boiled and aft- 


erward mixed with vegetable oil and 
tyax. So prepared they make the best 
candles, burning almost without stnoke 
and quite free from smell. In China 
thef-e trets are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted in regular order. The 
leaves incline to red, and, the blossom 
being yellow, the trees are beautiful ob- 
jects in a Chinese landscape,, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garden. 


The tree has of late years beea intro- 


duced into North America and is culti- 
vated about Charleston and Savannah. 
It is also admired in this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the approach 
of whiter," The leaves become a bril- 
liant red, and, the fruit husks falling off, 
the. white seeds remain suspended to their 
stem by slender threads. 


Another curious tree which grows wild 


' in China as well as Japan produces the 


beautiful black Japan varnish so much 
fidmiied in Japanese productions of art. 


• ' The varnish is made from the green of 
the tree, which is gathered much in the 
Mme way maple sap is got from the ma- 
ple tree. About the middle of the summer 
a number of laborers proceed to the plan- 
tations of these trees, each man furnish- 
ed with n knife and a great number of 
hollow shells larger than oyster. In the 
bark of each tree they make many inci- 
feions about two-inches in length, and un- 
der each incisitJB they force in the edge 
of the shell, which easily penetrates the 
boft bark. This operation is performed in 
the evening, as the varnish only flows at 
night. The next morning they scrape o.ut 
carefully the shells, which are nearly 
filled with varnish. The nest evening the 
shells ore replaced and the varnish again 
collected in the morning. This process is 
repeated through the summer or until the 
varnish ccas.es to flow. It is computed 
that fifty trees, which can be attended by 
a single workman, will yield a pound of 
varnish each night.—St. Louis Republic.

A man in there is 
subjected to steam heat and has •very lit- 
tle ventilation. It generally brings him to 
terras very quickly." 


President Lincoln's curiosity was arous- 


ed. "This," he said to himself, "is treut- 
ment to which thousands of American 
seamen are probably subjected every 
year. Let me try it for myself and s?a 
what it really is." 


Taking off his hat, for he was several 


inches over six feet iu height, he entered 
the inclosure, which he found to be little 
more than three feet in length or width. 
He gave orders that at a signal from 
himself the door should be immediately 
opened. It was then closed and the steam 
turned on. 


He had been inside hardly three min- 


utes before the signal was given. Presi- 
dent Lincolp had experienced enough of 
what was then regarded ns necessary 
punishment for American seamen. There 
was very little ventilation, and the short 
exposure to the hot and humid air bud 
almost suffocated him. 


Turning to Secretary 'Welles of the 


'navy department, the president ordered 
that no such inclosure as the sweatbox 
skould ever after be allowed on any ves- 
sel flying the American flag. 


It was not an hour after this order had 


been given before every sailor on every 
ship in Hampton Roads bad heard of it. 
The effect was most remarkable on the 
older sailors, many of whom had them- 
selves experienced the punishment of the 
sweatbox. Some of them wept from joy. 


But the good results of this act of 


President Lincoln were not confined to 
the American navy. 
Great Britain, 


France, Germany and other European 
countries heard that the sweatbox bad 
been abolished in America as inhuman. 
One and all of these nations in turn fell 
into line, and today the sweatbox is not 
to be found on any vessel flying the flag 
of a civilized nation throughout the world. 
—Youth's Companion.

The porridge is done 
when it is smooth and as thick as cus- 
tard. Add a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt as it is taken from the fire and serve

""(quarter'of an ounce) of gum arabic in 


two tablespoonfuls of cold water and

.water. Then mix the two together and 
cook for ten minutes, stirring frequently, 
nnd utter Adding a few drops of carbolic 
acid pour into a small jar.

His apparatus con- 
sistsi simply of a large concave mirror 
composed of a great many small tnir- 
rors, all of the latter bciug so arranged 
as to reflect aud concentrate the solar 
rays upon a second mirror opposite. 
This second glass returns the rays aud 
focuses them upon a spot in the center 
of the first group of mirrors, where,- is 
located a smelting furnace. The liont 
thus produced Is so high that iron or 
gold or silver soon becomes molten. 


Plays With Fire nn<l Gasoline. 
The deadly gasoline explosion is a 


thing of the past if the invention of 
Alfred Tanxer of Cleveland will dn all 
that he claims for it. By adding two 
small appliances to a can, stove or any 
receptacle containing gasoline or any 
other liquid dangeious because of its 
explosive gases Mr. Tanzcr guarantees 
to mal:e the whole as harmless ns n 
pail of water. Tho invention is iu two 
parts. It appears to consist of two 
hollow brass fittings attached to tlie 
top and to the muzzle of the can. Tlie 
device, which is still kept a secret, is 
concealed within the tubes. 


Men are less subject ^to seasickness 


than women, according'to an old sea 
captain, but when attacked by it make 
more fuss. They take immediately to 
their berths, where they, grumble and 
groan until they are well'enough to go 
on deck again. A woman fights the 
unpleasant malady until she can fight 
no longcrl -Then she becomes maudlin 
and patheUc. She retires to her room 
aud invariably asks three questions— 
flrst, whether people die of seasick- 
ness; then, bow many miles we are 
from shore and when we shall get 
there. 


Professor Heinz of the University of 


Erlangen claims to have discovered 
an infallible and very simple antidote 
against seasickness. 


"Draw a long and vigorous breath 


at frequent intervals," he says, "and 
you will never suffer from this mal- 
ady." 


The reason, he explains, is because 


the initial cause of seasickness is to 
be found in a lobe of the brain, the 
sensitiveness of which reacts on the 
stomach, and that< when fresh air is 
breathed at frequent intervals the 
blood becomes charged with oxygen, 
and thus the offending lobe loses its 
sensitiveness. 


lie adds that he has made several 


experiments on himself for the pur- 
pose of proving the efficacy of this 
novel remedy and has also completely 
cured several persons who used to be 
seasick wher.e\ er they went on the 
water. Finally he points out that the 
antidote costs nothing and can be test- 
ed by tiny one. 


The Magnet In Surgery. 


Dr. GareJ «sf Lyons has drawn a 


French nail about two inches long 
from the bronchial tube of a boy of 
eighteen mouths from Buenos Ayres. 
The nail had been there for some time, 
causing the child to cough much. 
Itoenltjen rays showed the position of 
it, and an electro magnet drew it out. 
Another successful operation of the 
same kind has been performed by Dr. 
Picelmutl of Bordeaux on a child of 
three 3 oars. In this case the trachea 
\\:\s opened to get a projection from 
the pole of the magnet near the nail. 
These experiments are well worth the 
attention of surgeons everywhere.

she must be sure not to bring together 
two women who use the same party wire.

Good Sense >n Remarks on a Timely' 


Topic. 


In the American Grccer an article' 


on "Does Advertising Pay, and Why?"

To qualify this statement and 
make it more nearly tbe truth, let me 
say that a merchant who adveitises 
indiscriminately may have a paying 
business, and make some of his adver- 
tising pay, but he wastes a lot of 
money unon advertising of certain 
sorts that can well be dispensed, with. 
There are lots of forms of so-called 
advertising that are absolutely worth- 


S. Sorry, but there are scores of 


merchants who never advertise in any 
other. 


Lei a schemer come along with a 


:heap thing and the slow merchant will 
take- a space. Let a canvasser come 
along with a good thing, which neces- 
•arily costs more, and the merchant 
dopsn't want it. If he could have it at 
the same prices as tho 
worthless 


thing, well and goocl. He looks at just 
cost, not at results. 


It's not in advertising t-iat folks lose 


money, but in the wrong form ot it. 
The intelligent advertiser has long ago 
leained what mediums to u'se; what 
to allow to go by. The man who 
iloosn's study advertising is usually 
tho chap who "knows less" than when 
he started in. 


Advertising well done can't help 


bringing dividends. It has built up 
poor business; it will build up lots ot 
others. Nobody has yet realized just 
how great aelvertising really is, but 
there are lots of men who know 
enough about it to know how to invest 
their money therein with profit Know 
enough to avoid the pitfalls. Know 
enough to steer a business man to suc- 
cess, if that business deserves it. Let 
the man of taint heart be convinced 
that advertising pays. Let him see, 
al&o, that if it isn't paying there's a 
reason for it. 


It's not so much rowadays with up- 


to-date merchants whether advertising 
pays or doesn' pay. What they are 
seeking everlastingly to find is which 
mediums pay best. That is the all-im- 
portant question to which their en- 
deavors are bent. And this fact ought 
to be made plain to him vvho is in the 
dark, but who •wishes te> be brought 
into light by having and receiving a 
part of this great lever of business- 
advertising.
